BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


Starting on January 13, your Budget Committee 
has held seven committee hearings and one public hear- 
ing. Much thought has been given to every item. 
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Every suggestion, request or recommendation has been 
gone over many times. Rising costs in government of 
all departments of town have been given careful con- 
sideration, a brief summary listed below explains our 
actions. 


ROADS 


A new road program has been brought before us 
by your Selectmen for your consideration. And it must 
be distinctly understood the recommendations before 
you of this committee, is not unanimous, but a ma- 
jority vote in favor. To begin with your Selectmen 
have no equipment to work with and since the pick 
and shovel days have long since passed, the Selectmen 
recommend the town purchase a heavy duty grader 
and the Highway Department headed by either a Road 
Agent or Foreman, permanently hired, to meet each 
Friday evening with the Selectmen outlining in detail 
work to be done in the coming week and to go over 
work done the previous week. To maintain a high 
standard of road construction, this must be given your 
careful consideration. By majority vote this article 
comes before you. 


SCHOOLS 


A record request, but many items beyond the 
jurisdiction of the Budget Committee, and for the 
proper education of our children made this a unanimous 
vote of your committees. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


This item when presented to us was left in blank 
the amount of $850.00 being inserted by your com- 
mittee together with your Selectmen, is the considered 
opinion by unanimous vote the amount needed to satis- 
factorily run this department. 
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TOWN DEBT 


The town has no debt. If a Grader is purchased 
costing $18,000.00, it is proposed to use approximately 
$3,300.00 in available funds, which will not effect the 
tax rate this year, then by borrowing on notes for 
approximately seven years, this debt would be retired.

He knows it did rain some but it was the help 
of all you people who are giving their time and money 
and carefulness to prevent this shameful waste of our 
woodlands. But please remember this, folks, forest 
fires still do a lot of damage each year. And we got to 
work and work to whittle them down to our size. So 
when you’re around forest areas, crush out your cigar- 
ette, hold your match till it’s cold, drown your campfire 
and drown it again. If you haveto burn grass or brush 
or rubbish, ask about the law first, also get your permit 
from your warden and last, have plenty of help handy. 
Please remember a permit is required for all open fires 
whether in an incinerator, or on a piece of plowed 
ground. Your local forest fire warden will help you 
in your burning problem and he is as close as your tele- 
phone.

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REPORT OF 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Wakefield: 


During the school year 1958-54 the teachers in 
the Wakefield schools were: 


Sanbornville— 
Miss Abbie F. Tuttle grades 1 and 2 
Mrs. Blanche Wentworth grades 8 and 4 
Mr. Theodore Blanchard grades 5 and 6 
Miss Frances Togus grades 7 and 8 
Union— 
Mrs. Florence Gerrish grades 1 to 4 
Mrs. Helen Abbott grades 5 to 8 


East Wakefield—Mrs. Edith Horne grades1 to 8 


For the current year all teachers returned to their 
respective positions except Miss Togus, Mrs. Went- 
worth and Mr. Blanchard. Miss Togus was succeeded 
by Mrs. Margaret Adams of Cornish, Maine. Mrs. 
Adams prepared for teaching in Rhode Island College 
of Education and the University of Maine, and has 
had several years teaching experience in Maine schools. 
Mrs. Wentworth was succeeded by Mrs. Ethelyn Wil- 
lett. Mrs. Willett has a master’s degree from Columbia 
University and has had several years teaching exper- 
ience. Mr. Blanchard was succeeded by Mr. Charles 
Hemphill, Jr., who resigned at Christmas. He has been 
succeeded by Mrs. Mary Belliveau of Union. Because 
of the large number of pupils in grades one and two 
in Sanbornville it became necessary to separate these 
grades. Miss Tuttle has grade one, now in the new 
building, and Mrs. Margaret Paul Doe of Wakefield, 
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was added to the teaching staff as the teacher of grade 
two. Mrs. Doe is a graduate of Gorham Teachers’ Col- 
lege, holds a degree from Boston University, and has 
had several years teaching experience in New Hamp- 
shire and Connecticut. 


Mrs. Helen Abbott and Mrs. Florence Gerrish at- 
tended an advanced course in conservation for teachers 
at the Lost River Conservation Camp summer school. 
Mrs. Abbott was a member of the state committee that 
developed a guide for the conservation course for 
schools recently published. 


Total enrollment in the Wakefield schools for the 
year 1953-54 was 178 with an average daily member- 
ship of 160.8. The schools opened in September, 1954 
with an enrollment of 188. There were five elementary 
tuition pupils from Milton last year. These pupils are 
now attending Milton schools. The September, 1954 
enrollment represents an increase of about 32 pupils 
over the average membership of 1953-54. 


Wakefield high school pupils were enrolled as fol- 
lows: Nute High School 22, Spaulding High School 18, 
Dover High School 1, and Brewster Academy 8. This 
makes a total of 44 with an average membership of 
37.7. Tuition rates were: Nute High School $235.00, 
Dover High School $235.00, Spaulding High School 
$237.50, and Brewster Academy $225.00. Tuition rates 
for the current year are: Nute High School $250.00, 
Spaulding High School $247.50, Dover High School. 
$250.00 and Brewster Academy $275.00. Rates for 
next year, as reported will increase about $10.00 per 
pupil, except Brewster Academy which will remain 
the same. The present enrollment in the four elemen- 
tary grades, which will be the high school group in 
four years, totals 75 pupils. This will cause a substan- 
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tial increase in the cost of high school tuition, even if 
tuition rates should remain at their present level. 


Mrs. Rebecca Sanborn, R.N., served very compe- 
tently as school nurse, and continues in this capacity 
during the current year. The scope and nature of her 
work is shown by her annual report which appears 
elsewhere in this volume. 


No state aid was received by the district and none 
will be received this year. With the present formula 
for distribution and the amount of state appropriation, 
Wakefield is not eligible to receive state aid. 


The new school building, for which appropriation 
was made at the last annual district meeting, was 
occupied by Miss Tuttle and the first grade at the open- 
ing of school January 3, 1955. Modern in every respect 
this room, with large window area, acoustic tile ceil- 
ing, automatic temperature control, decoration in pastel 
colors, and adequate space for a wide variety of learn- 
ing activities is an important addition to Wakefield’s 
school facilities. 


The fine cooperation of the school board, teachers, 
parents and pupils is sincerely appreciated.

AND RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Commission is ever greatful to the Town for 
the appropriation of $650.00 together with the sum 
of $159.84, obtained through donations and our annual 
tag day which was spent for additional playground 
equipment at the Taft Playground in Union and a chain 
link fence around the Garvin Playground in Sanborn- 
ville. We had the sum of $12.60 left over which, ac- 
cording to the vote taken at the last town meeting 
reverts back to the general fund of the town. 


Taft Playground 


This year we added more play facilities to our play- 
ground. These included swings (4), climbing bars, flag 
pole and flag donated by the Auxiliary to Burroughs— 
Drew Post V. F. W., water fountain and a barrel for 
trash. 


Our second year showed 12 regular workers with 
a daily average attendance of 20 children. Total enroll- 
ment of 52. Opened each day from 10 A. M. until noon; 
2 P. M. until 4 P. M. and Tuesday and Thursday eve- 
nings from 6:30 P. M. to 8:00 P. M. 


We have supervised games, story telling, flag 
raising each morning and participated in Lake Went- 
worth water sports on August 21st.

Wesley 
Warren conducted each Tuesday afternoon Art Classes 
in the Banquet Room of the Town Hall and Hazel Mac- 
Brien conducted ‘“‘story time” every Friday afternoon 
in the Gafney Library. Our children took part in the 
Water Sport program at Lake Wentworth Aug. 20th, 
of which our Wakefield Commission and Wolfeboro 
Commission were invited to participate on the General 
Committee for this event. 


Sept. 4th was closing day with races, jumping con- 
tests, etc., ribbons award, free ice cream and tonic 
furnished by the Recreation Commission.
